The  new  stock¬ 
ings,  supposing  them  to  be  well  cut  and  fit¬ 
ted,  possess  many  advantages.” 

Even  if  the  toed  stocking  should  hare  no 
other  effect  than  to  expel  the  ngly  and  on- 
physiological  “  French-toed”  boot  it  would 
prove  a  public  ben  efit. 

Axothkb  change  has  been  made  in  the 
manufacturing  of  armor  plates  for  British 
war  vessels.  Aronud  au  iron  armor-plate 
bucking  is  placed  an  iron  frame,  on  the  top 
of  which  is  set  a  two-inch  plate  of  iron  ot 
the  seme  size  as  the  iron  plate.  -The  pieces, 
having  been  bound  together,  are  brought  to

Seuor  Orozco’s  plan  is  to  construct  an 
open  cau.il  upon  su  b  grade  as  will  entirely 
drain  the  .lakes  Xochimilco,  Chaleo  and 
Xaitocau,  and  also  maintain  at  regulated 
surfaces  the  lakes  Texcoco  and  Zum- 
j»ngo.  f 

Through  the  ci:j  of  .Mexico  are  to  be  con¬ 
structed  sewers  flushed  by  the  waters  from 
the  lakes,  which  are  cair.ed  to  a  common 
couduit,  where  the  sewage  is  purified  hy 
deposition,  the  solid  matter  to  be  used  for 
ftrtilation  and  the  water  carried  away  in 
the  canal.  The  whole  length  of  the  canal 
weald*  he  about  fifty  miles.  The  eipense 
about  seven  miiiioa  dollars. — Scientific 
American. 

Iwcovxwext  in  Steel  MxNvrxcrrraE.  — 
A  prou.toifj  test  was  recently  made  of  the 
Griffith  low-pressure  fixed  vertical  converter 
in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  prominent 
English  iron  and  tin-plate  manufacturers. 
Blows  were  made  with  a  maximum  blast 
pillar  of  4)  lb.  per  square  inch,  each  blow 
taking  an  average  of  twenty  minutes.  The 
yields  were  gWd,  and  the  steel  produced  of 
excellent  quai/iy,  soft  and  ductile,  suitable 
for  merchaot  btrs  or  tin  plates.  Some  of 
the  stool  was  worked  and  welded  during 
the  test.  No  Kta^gcleisen  was  used,  the 
only  addition-being  oup  per  cent,  of  ferro- 
mangaue^e  T’UV  advantages  claimed  far 
the  process  are  hfiraimplicuy  and  small  coot 
of  pianl,  aud  that  no  axill~d  labor  is  re¬ 
quired  to  work  it.  It  can  be  worked  by  an 
ordinary  b’.owrn^-engme  giving  a  maximum 
I  hurt  pressure  of  5  lb.  per  square  inch.  A 
2-ton  converter,  working  teu  hours  per  day, 
will  make  one  hundred  and  twenty  tuna  of 
soft  «ee!  per  week ;  the  coat  of  such  con¬ 
verter.  under  favo  able  circumstances,  be¬ 
ing  about  oue  thonaaud  two  hundred  and 
fifty  doil-iM,  thus  placing  a  6 teel- making 
piantiu  the  bands  of  small  manufacturers. 
Them  conveners  can  be  increased  in  size 
and  worked  in  duplicate  to  any  extent.  An 
important  point  in  ibis  converter  is  that  it 
can  parked  with  four  or  six  tuyeres  fixed 
kmri*ou tally.  By  a  simple  mechanical  ar¬ 
rangement,  a  st  upper  or  plug  iu  each  tuyere 
is  actuated  by  steam  or  air,  aud  shuts  the 
tuyere  at  the  proper  time.  There  is  »lso  a 
slag  hole,  which  ruus  the  cinder  off  daring 
the  early  stage  of  the  blow,  relieving  the 
mend  of  soma  of  its  impurities,  thus  re¬ 
ducing  the  lime  in  operation  to  a  minimum. 
The  dephosphorizing  process  may  also  be 
applied  to  this  method,  which  the  inventor 
thinks  is  likely  to  take  the  place  of  the 
more  costly  plants,  and  eventually  do  away 
with  the  wasteful  and  laborious  puddling 
prrw*.
